Seven Convicted or con- 
spiracy in Killings 


A federal appeals court has 
denied a rehearing for seven 
men convicted of conspiracy In 
connection with the 1964 slaying 
of three civil rights workers at 
Philadelphia, Miss. 

TTie 5th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals here, which earlier 
upheld the convictions, denied 
petitions for a rehearing and an 
en banc rehearing in action 
Thnrsday. 

Michael Schwerner and 
Andy Goodman, both white New 
Yorkers, and James Chaney, a ’ 
Meridian, Miss., Negro, were 
killed in 1964 in what the FBI 
termed a Ku Kiux Klan plot.

The trial jury in Meridian 
convicted seven of the 18, ac- 
quitted eight others and ruled 
mistrials for three. 

Those convicted were Samu- 
el Holloway Bowers Jr., Laurel, 
Miss.; Cecil Ray Price, who 
was Neshoba County chief depu- 
ty ^eriff in 1964; Horace Doyle 
Barnette, formerly of Meridian; 
Alto Wayne Roberts, Meridian; 
Billy Wayne Posey, Philadel- 
phia; Jimmy Arledge^ Philadel- 
pWa, and Jimmy Snowden. Mer- 
idian. All were identified by the 
FBI as KKK members. 

Bowers and Roberts were 
sentenced to 10 years, tte maxi- 
nmm prison term. Price and 
Posey got six-year sentences, 
and the others each received 
three years. They were free on 
tods. 
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A federal grand juiy indicted 
18 men on a charge of violating 
the civil rights of the three. No 
state charges have ever been' 
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
